The Little Man Spoke 


_ The Liberal victory was due entirely 
to the fact that the Liberal government 
was close to the realities and requirements 
of the peopie as a whole while the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives were remote from 
them. 

Sv the people spoke out and re-elected 
the Liberals. 

And while a multiplicity of factors 
entered into the campaign, the basic rea- 
son for the Liberal landslide was probably 
as simple as that. 

The Progressive Conservative stood at 
the top looking down. It is true that he 
looked down in a kindly and promising 
manner. 

But the Liberal merely looked about 
him at the level of the general man who 
felt again that the Liberal was speaking 
his language and interpreting his needs 
without condescension. 

As The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed 
out repeatedly, the Liberals gave magni- 
ficent leadership during war years and 
excellent government during post-war 
years. 

And while even in the United States 
there is the beginning of a depression 
panic, there is a feeling of profound se- 
curity in Canada. 


Taxation has been reduced; employ- 


ment is at a high level; wages are good. 

Of what effectiveness, then, was Mr. 
Drew’s campajgn of fear? 

There is never any political answer to 
prosperity. 

It is true that many of the Progressive 
Conservative criticisms were soundly 
based. 

There are probably too many hidden 
taxes. There are undoubtedly too many 
orders-in-council. 

But the people as a whole have little 
concern with things they do not see. And 
it is impossible tg arouse their terror over 
orders-in-council made by people whom 
they trust. 

There is, without question, a general 
swing in the world away from extreme 
rightist thinking and towards state re- 
sponsibility for social security. 

But the Liberals have managed to 
achieve quite as much Social security as 
the leftists could achieve without imperil- 
ling the principles of free enterprise. 

They have pursued a happy middle 
course without pampering the poor or im- 
poverishing the rich. 

The Conservatives, as in the nature of 
Conservatives, talked down to the voter. 
The Liberal talked with the voter. 

That was the secret of the election. 


It Was Party Over Personality 


When party victory is in the air, as it 
was yesterday in the case of the Liberals, 
individual candidates of unusual stature 
go down with those of minor calibre. 

And such was the case with Ray Milner 
in Edmonton West. 

Ray Milner ran as a Progressive Con- 
servative candidate under the unusual and 
perplexing circumstances of tremendous 
personal appeal plus an unpopular party 
affiliation. 

So widespread was the conviction of a 
Liberal victory, shared by this newspaper, 


that even a man of his intellectual and 
moral proportions had no chance against 
the wave of party feeling across the coun- 
try. 

Ray Milner could have done a tremen- 
dous service for Edmonton in Ottawa. 

He will continue to perform a tremen- 
dous service for Edmonton in Edmonton. 

His defeat must be interpreted, not in 
terms of a constituency, but in terms of 
a national landslide of such proportions 
that a single personality, however great, 
could not stand against it, 


Terrible Places to Vote 


The dignity of democracy is not well 
served in the kind of places provided for 
voting on election day. 

Some of the polls in Edmonton yester- 
day were utter disgraces both in point of 
location and in point of arrangements. 

It is not reasonable nor right that a 
voter who has to be enticed to the ballot 
box in the first place should have to 
wander up lanes and down alleys and trip 
and slide over rough earth to find a place 
to exercise his franchise. 

Some of the polls had booths in which 
there was not sufficient lighting for the 
voter to properly see the ballot. In one 
case if was necessary to carry the ballot 
outside the curtain to make out the names 
at all. 

Other polls had writing shelves (with 
pencil attached) which came about to the 
level of the knee. 


To perform the dignified act of ruling 
the country, the free-borfn British subject 
had to tie himself up like an eel to indicate 
a choice. 

For the past week or more, every news- 
paper and every radio station in the coun- 
try has been urging people in the most 
appealing language to get out and vote. 

Merchants have generously donated 
their advertising space for this purpose. 
Candidates and others have echoed the 
appeal. 

And then election officials make voting 
as unattractive and awkward and difficult 
as possible by providing places like this 
for the exercise of this basic privilege of 
human freedom, 

It is irritating to Canadians. It must 
be disillusioning to foreigners. 

It appears stupid to everybody. 


Measures of Disease Prevention 


Edmonton parents would do weli to 
listen with due attention to the warning 
of Dr. G. M. Little, city health officer, 
that if children in this city are not properly 
vaccinated there is a danger here of a 
smallpox epidemic. 

There may be some doubt about the 
merits of some other forms of preventive 
medicine. But there can be no doubt that 
vaccination plus sanitation has almost 
wiped smallpox out of existence. 

Older persons will recall how years ago 
it was a common sight to see faces pitted 


hopelessly with the disease. Today such a 
sight is rare. 

But all these forms of scientific disease 
prevention are efficacious only to the ex- 
tent to which people avail themselves of 


them. 


Thus, it would be a very easy matter 
to assume that smallpox is a dead disease 
and to neglect the precaution of vaccina- 
tion only to see the plague revived in 
epidemic form. 

Dr. Little's advice is wise and timely. 

Edmonton parents should take it to 
heart.

Why is there unemployment? 

Because machine produce 
goods ang services more effici- 
ently and more profitably than 
human beings can, machines are 
used and once installed, tech- 
nology permanently disemploys 
millions, 

However, this is the condition 
man has been striving for down 
through the centuries. To be able 
to produce enough, and still 
have time to enjoy living. Why 
reject it now? 

Why is there over-production? 

Under our present price sys- 
tem people must sell their man 
hours of labor to obtain money 
(wages and salaries) with which 
to purchase goods and services. 
Since the machines produce more 
efficiently and profitably than 
human beings, millions of these 
people are unable to sell their 
man hours of labor and are there- 
fore without purchasing power to 
buy back the goods and services 
produced by the machines. 

You see, it is a vicious circle. 
We invent and imstall machines 
to produce more and more goods 
and services but by so doing less 
and less people are able to buy 
back the products of the ma- 
chines, 

So we have an abundance, or 
over-production Mr. Webber calls

it. We have finally reached the 
goal the human race has dream- 
ed about for centuries. Abun- 
dance without excessive labor.

He still insists on trying 
to find a solution within the 
framework of the price system. 

Remember the price system 
(our method of buying ‘and sell- 
ing goods and services by means 
of price valuation) was devised 
during scarcity, centuries ago, 
when man-hours was the only 
means of production.

The only thing that stands in 
the way of the citizens of North 
America enjoying the abundance 
we can ‘produce, is their own 
insistance on maintaining the an- 
tiquated method of distribution.

Almost thirty years ago, a group 
of engineers, scientists and 
economists saw the picture of 
what was happening in North 
America. They formed a re- 
search organization, which later 
became known as Technocracy 
Inc. nf 

After years of research they 
devised an entirely new method 
of distribution, the energy certi- 
ficate, a scientific method cap- 
able of distributing the abund- 
ance we produce. 

Encyclopedia Americana says 
of Technocracy, “It is the only 
program of social and economic 
reconstruction which is in com- 
plete intellectual and technical 
accord with the age in which we 
live.”

A substantial increase in the 
productivity of the worker in 
Britain is shown by the latest 
issue of the Industrial Production 
Index, This index, which covers 
March, 1949, gives the production 
figure for all industries of 130 
41946 equals 100), The index 
number for 1948 as a whole is 121 
so that the percentage increase 
in production on last year was 
seven and a quarter per cent. On 
the other hand more workers 
have entered industry. Taking 
this manpower increase as two 
per cent maximum, this imeans 
that the improvement in indi- 
vidual output on last year was 
slightly higher than five per cent. 


Cult of Realism Is Ugly

Our eye was taken the other 
day by a picture sent in by a 
US. service with the information 
that it had won a first prize for 
“excellence in news photo- 
graphy”. It showed a fat boy 
writhing in agony as his hand 
was dislodged from a metal fence. 
His finger had been impaled on 
a curved spike—which seemed to 
be the artistic focus of the pro- 
duct.—and its title was “Study in 
Agony”. 

Then we were struck some 
days later by a picture in a Tor- 
omo newspaper of a middle-aged 
man lying back with blood run- 
ning from his arm waiting for.a 
drug to “take”, By him on a small 
table were the needle, a rag, an 
ash tray filled with butts. It 
turned out to be a still from the 
prize-winning National Film 
Board production Drug Addict— 
announced as a truly honest por- 
traya) of this tragic vice, 

Both these ugly aud uninterest- 
ne portrayals throw some light 


which has plagued us for so long 
that no one stops to ask what it 
means. 

There is no mystery about its 
function or articles of faith. Only 
the debased, the revolting, the 
uninspiring and the defeated can 
be classed as “real” in life. Any- 
thing clean, or hopeful, or de- 
cent is phoney—a surrender to 
a pollyanna hangover from the 
embroidered Victorian era. Yet 
no rigidty of fashion, or, cult of 
reaction, or arbitrary set of rules 
has ever imposed such an iron 
grip on popular taste as has this 
fetish of “realism”. Ans spontane- 
ous expression that will not yield 
to its dictates is brushed off as 
childish, Ugliness has won a solid 
triumph, 

The point is that—apart from 
any question of taste or standard 
~it is becoming a colossal bore. 
The juvenile desire to shock can 
be stomached for only so long. 
None become so tedious in their 
conventionality as the profes- 


sionally unconventional, and the 
slavish devotees of a distorted 
“realist”, born in revolt and bi 
ter disillusionment after the F. 
World War, have become merely 
dull. Nothing by their concep- 
tions can be interesting unless it 
involves street accidents, the 
morgue, or an abattoir. It is not 
worth looking for anything else. 
It is dead-end. Originality can 
only be measured by volume of 
blood flow, and public interest by 
corpses or divorces, 

So long as this goes on we do 
not see why Vincent Massey, in 
launching his Royal Commis- 
sion on Arts, Letters and Scien-, 
ces should worry about the word 
“culture”, He complains that it 
implies a “highbrow” attitude. 
Why? In its application to a lot 
of modern writing and art and 
photography and motion pictures 
it might be properly confined to 
one of its original Oxford mean- 
ings: “Artificial development of 
microscopic organisms, cap. bac-. 
teria in prepared media”, 
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Sussex, England—They have 
their own way of making haste 
slowly in this serene countryside. 

Take, for mstance, the’so-called 
battle of the dollar.” 

The whole British nation is 
theoretically supposed to be 
strenuously engaged in what is 
known as “closing the gap.” The 
newspapers are full of politicians’ 
and economists’ statements about 
ways and means of getting more 
North American dollars. 

But they apparently havent 
heard about that yet, even in 
some banks within 50 miles of 
London, 

For not only are they not pant- 
ing with sagerness to get our 
dollars, They refuse to take them 
on occasion, 


Needed 
Money 

We needed some money to tide 
us over till we sail next Wednes- 
day on the Queen Mary. 

Luckily, we still had some 
Canadian travellers’ cheques. 
These, gentle reader, are suppos- 
ed to be es good as the wheat 
anywhere.

Pressed by no less imposing a 
figure than our friend, Colonel 
Alan Chambers, former MP for 
Nanaimo, and now head of the 
Veterans’ Affairs Department at 
Canada House, we entered.

The languid young gentleman 
explained that ‘he couldn't take 
on anything so intricate as cash- 
ing $30 worth of travellers’ 
cheques, because he was “short- 
handed.” 

He looked pretty well staffed 
to us, for the amount of business

peaceful little Sussex village. 

In fact, he looked about 50 per 
cent overstaffed, 

We polietly pointed out that 
the cashing of $30 worth of Cana-

The languid young bank clerk 
replied that he might have quite 
a hard time finding out the rate 
of exchange, 

Of course, he might have found 
it out by looking at the back 
page of his newspaper, or by 
phoning five miles to the larger 
town. 

But when we suggested the 
latter course, he pulled his mas- 
terpiece. 

He was afraid that while he 
was undertaking such a major 
operation a “queue of his regu- 
lar customers” might develop 
and cleg the reguler channels 
of business in his bank. 

That floored Alan and {t flab- 
bergasted me. 

We looked around the slum- 
bering little village and wonder- 
ed if ever once in the whole his- 
tory of the little branch of the 
bank there had ever been a 
queue or line-up, But the chances 
of a queue developing en the 
Saturday morning we went to 
that bank seemed remote in the 
extreme,

We drove a few miles to an- 
other bank at East Grinstead, 

We saw only one clerk in that 
bank. But he was a real live 
wire. He said, “Yes, of course,” 
when we told him our errand, 

While we were signing opr 
cheques, he looked after another 
customer who was drawing out a 
whole satchelful of money—prob- 
ably to meet some gubstantial 
payroll. 

The clerk apologized for the 
delay. But we weren't thinking 
of him as we thanked him, 

We were thinking of the lan- 
guid banker in Forest Row, and 
how the mere thought of chang- 
ing $30 worth of Canadian money 
into British pounds conjured up 
the nightmarish possibility of a 
record-breaking queue that 
would have upset the slow mo- 
tion tempo of that temple of high 
finance,

“The great, the priceles. benefit 
we expect to gain from this treaty 
is peace,” he told the Advertising 
Agency of the West. “We seek that 
benefit by making clear in advance 
our determination and that of our 
partners ... to resist armed at- 
tack. ... 


STRENGTH NEEDED 

“But determination is not encugh. 
It must be backed by strength.” 

Despite tension and insecurity, he 

said, the international situation “is 
growing more favorable every day, 
primarily due to the steps already 
taken by the U.S. government.” 
Canada and other countries had 
helped too, “so th+ picture is not 
all dark clouds.” 
+ In the new, developing air age, 
Gen, Schmidt satd, North Ameri- 
cans no longer can have the old 
feeling of security. 

However, the Jesson of two world 
wars is that mio would-be world 
conqueror can win as long as the 
resources and industries of North 
America hold out and North Am- 
ericans have the will to defend 
themselves and strike back. There- 
fore the United States and Canada, 
however peace-minded, must still 
consider their defences. 


INVASION REMOTE 

Gen. Schmidt said the threat of 
“a major or even important” in- 
vasion of North America is remote. 

There is too much fear about the 
atom bomb, he said—a fear similar 
to the one that followed the intro- 
‘duction of poison gas in the First 
World War.
